Henry Harry, and Henry Lewis
Fulford, of Schelly county, all white
were sentenced to serve one to four
years each In the Georgia chain gang
for their part in the lynching of Will
Jones, Colored near Ellaville, several
weeks ago. The men were convicted
after s Joint trial of "shooting at
another" the Jury recommended that
misdemeanor punishment be Imposed.
This recommendation was disregarded
by Judge Z. A. LIttleJohn, before
whom the trial was conducted. Benny
Dovnno and Henry Harvey, together
together with. Tom Brown, George T.
Phillips, Clarence Robinson John De.
vane and Arthur Do vane were accused
t'v a corner's Jury, which investigated
June's death, of the man's murder.
The cases attracted state-wid- e at-

tention at the time.

National Guard in Okla-

Oklahoma City, Okla., May 5 Gov.

ernor Robertson Issued a general or
der stating there is no room in the
Oklahoma National Guard for any
officer or man who owes an allegiance
to any power, secret organization or
society that might become arrayed
against th" United States or the
State of Okiahoma and Its laws. The
order is aimed against membership in
the KU Klux Klan.

The order sets out that what rur.
ports to be proof has been furnished
the governor and 'adjutant general
that a number of officers of the guard
hold membership in the Klux and
warns against swearing allegiance
to any organization that at any time
may "require the services of the guard
to suppress."

"Jn such a case" It continues. "The
guardsmen would be crucified between
the two allegiances. IT there are
cither officers or men in the guard
Involved In any such organization,
they must Immediately forswrar the
organization or get out of the guard."

The order was characterized by Gov.
Robertson as a "Warning" rather
than an outgrowth of "any particular
condition."

Adj. Gen. Charles F. Barrett said
that thus far only one officer has
been directly Involved In alleged Ku
Klux Klan activities. He has been
relieved from duty.

FIRE DEVASTATES

NEGRO SECTION

IN NORFOLK.

(By A. N. P.)
Norfolk, VV. May 4. Two. thousand

persons are homeless today as a re.
suit of the million dollar fire which
wiped out the Colored section of
Berkley, last Thursday afternoon,
leaving a mass of burned debris three
quarters of a mile long and two city
blocks wide. .

Both Colored and white reflef or-
ganizations are collecting funds andtents have been erected to shelter the
victims and soup kitchens to feed
them. A. J. Eykes and J. R. Davis,
head of the Colored Citizens' League
and Women's Club for relief.

The fire started at the end of the
Mainst street water front, and sparks
soon carried the blaze to the wooden
buildings occupied by Colored people.
Culpepper. Appomatox, Craig, Middle,
sex. Louisa and Liberty streets were
entirely swept of dwellings. Flrmen
checked the disaster at Berkley ave-
nue, where hundreds of Colored people
had stacked their furniture in First
Baptist church and the handsome
Abraham Lincoln school, certain that
the fire would not cross the avenue,
Magnolia Cemetery, also on Berkley
avenue was used by the refugees to
store all manner of household goods
from ruins.

Because of the wood construction
of this section, the fire spread with
marvellous rapidity and many were
the deeds of heroism. One Culpepper
street family saved only the body of
a dead relative lying in a coffin in the
front room. A white sailor rushed
Into a squalid dwelling and saved a
Colored woman and five children
whose mother was too frightened by
the disaster to move.

Only eight of the 120 families regis-
tered as homeless at the Berkly Po-

lice Station were white.

MOTEN URGES TEACHERS

TO STRESS RACE PRIDE.

Columbus, Ga., May 4. The feature
of the annual meeting of the National
Association for the Advancement of
Education In the State of Georgia
and the Georgia Association of teach-
ers In Colored Schools, which was held
here during the past week, was the
mldress deilvr-re- by T)r. Rolbert- - R.
Moton, principal of Tuskegee Insti-
tute. Dr. Moton urged the teachers
to emphasize the Importance of race
pride: of using Negro literature and
of thrift; and to Inject the spirit of
cooperation and faith In humanity Into
the lives of the children and adults
In their communities. Among other
things he said: ..

"One of the essential elements of
a great people Is pride in race. The
Negro, in order to take his rightful
place among the other great races of
the world, must be proud of his race
and believe the possibilities of the
race. I know of no better manner of
acquiring these necessary attributes
than through the study of books writ-
ten by Negroes. In this way the
youth of the race will learn of the
accomplishments of the race and that
the Negro does not belong to cursed
or Inferior race tout rather to one
which has produced many remarkable
men and who have made many con-
tributions towards the development of
this country. Such knowledge of the
achievements of members of their
race, who with limited advantages
have attained eminence along all lines,
will Inspire faith and pride In race
as well as Inject a spirit of belief In
the possibilities of the race, which
Is so necessary to the future progress
of the Negro in America.

Monrovia, Liberia, West Africa,
March 4. 1922.

After spending almost a week in

Sierra Leone, we left Freetown on
Monday evening, February 28th on the
Bodnant for Monrovia, arriving Tues-
day night, March 1. We spent the
night on board the ship and went
ashore Wednesday morning. Through
the kindness of one of the Dempsey
line officials, there boat was placed
at the disposal of the Bishop, and
In less than an hour we wei o on land.
Thta will be Intelligible .when I tell
you that the ocean liners stop away
out In the waters and small boats
'ond and un'oad the cargoes. It
takes the ordinary row boat, whl?h is
the usual means of transportation,
fully an hour and a half to get from
tiie point where the steame' stops to
the landing. It is necessary to cross
a very dangerous "reef," as they call
k, boats have often been capsized
there. It will be a great day for Mon.
rovla and the country in general
when a harbor Is constructed at this
place. It has all of the natural fact-itl- ea

that, could be desired for one
of the finest harbors in the world,
it only awaits development. Only a
few vessels put In here now, but
when they will not be required to
lose so much time In the kind of
transportation of which I have Just
spoken it will be no trouble to get
In and out here.

I have had an opportunity to study
Africa under the French, and Africa
under the British, I did not call at
the Dutch ports, but I have lost no
opportunity to learn of conditions
there and now I am having an op-
portunity to see what the black man
is doing In the management of his
own affairs. Liberia is about one

LINK JOHNSON NOT

TO QUIT NATIONAL

COMMITTEE.

Atlanta. Ga., May 4. Colonel Henry
Lincoln Johnson, Republican National
committeeman from Georgia, came
from Washington to attend the meet,
ing of the John W. Martin faction of
the Georgia Republicans, who claimto be the regular organiatlon ip Geor-
gia, dating their credentials back to
the Chicago convention, and whose
credentials were supported by John-
son In a speech In Taft hall.

Col. Johnson gave a history of theChicago convention, as bearing upon
the credentials of the Martin faction,
and declared them to be the regular
organization In Greeorgla. He gave an
account of his "stewardship" as na-
tional committeeman, which steward,
ship has 'been rendered in the city of
Washington, D. C, where he has re-
sided since his election to the nation
committee.

Turning to the question of patron-"ag-e,

Col. Johneon declared he had
"kept the faith and fought hard for
every recommendation of his wing
of the party."

"We have been defeated" he said,
"but the principles for which we stand
will never be destroyed."

He severely assailed Pres. Harding
charging the President with having
violated patronage agreements and
"turning down his best friends those
who were first to espouse his cause
and candidacy."

Col. Johnson denied emphatically
that he Intended to -- resign as national
committeeman for the G. O. P. from
Georgia. He added the charge that he
is trying to "Africanize the party in
Georgia is untrue."

"All we ask for is some little show,
some recognltlon.'Vhe said.

Taking up the Dyer Bill, Col. John-
son deolared he had no apology to
make to any one for the fight he
made In Its behalf.

Washington,, D. C, May 4. By a

vote of 13 to 9 the House Ways
and Means Committee favorably re-
ported the 'Fordney resolution au-
thorizing a loan of $5,000,000 to the
Republic of Liberia. The credit was
first authorized in 1919, after Liberia
entered the war on the side of the
Allies, but was never put though.
Secretary Hughes, appealing before
the committee urged that the resolu-
tion be adopted as "a matter of na-

tional honor.'' and denied that the
legislation had been advocated toy
American banking interest, whom, he
said, held only a. fraction of out-
standing Liberia bonds.

Tha
Missouri Negro Industrial Commis-
sion through Robert S. Cobb, Execu-
tive S retay announces the result of
a survey of the State to determine
the number of Indigent Negroes in
counties more thickly populated with
Negroes. The figures given show
eighty-fiv- e Negroes ,n the poor houses;
there being one Negro Inmate In the
poor housos to every 2C9B Negro In.
habitants. There are also two Negro
Inmates to every one female.

While the Negro population In poor

houses Is unusually low, the percen-
tage of Negroes confined In the State
Prison Is very high, there being 711
males and 38 females or a total of
749 Negro prisoners, or about 34 per
cent, of the total prison population.

They taught that if achild cut It uppor teeth first it wascursed by the spirt and must becast into the Jungle to die, ox elsethat It was a sign of maternal perfidythat the informltles of age were causi
ed by the malevolence of the spiritsand the presence of aged attractedthe hatred of demons. Old peoplesick and ailing, were driven into thsJungle to be eaten by wild beat orto perish of thirst or hunger.

"Our mission work had to dealwith practically everything funda-
mental in the Uvea of these folk,our mission doctor many natives wer
healed of sickness and Infection in away that was marvelous to them.Gradually the prejudice against us asneweca ers and the opposition of thewitch doctors was overcome. A fewf our black neighbors became Chris-
tians and we started in to educate
them in better methods of living, andin how to make a better living out oftne soli. That is one thing that laessential to successful mission workto take care of the Christian andhelp them advance in material as wellas spiritual things to a standard
where they can surround themselves
with enough necessities to allow them
to control their live In way of
morality and decency.

The school at Old Umtall has be.
come one of the most potent influ-
ences in thelife of the black native
of that vicinity for development of hi
latent powers of mind am manage,
ment. The misMon wi'.s started by the
Reverend Dr. Morris W. Ehnes, then
a nw misslonarary, now Treasurer
of tit Committee cn Conservation and
Advai.ce in charge of the $100,000,000
Centenary movement of this denom-
inator. Bishop Hartler of Africa ob-
tained from the British Ovornment
an indefinite tenure of ltoo acres
of tract land with a dorn small brick
buildings, which hat once been tl.e
town of Umtall before It was moved
to the railroad line. This area was
too large to manage then, so all but
3.000 acres wer turned beck to the
tlovernmcnt n exchange for farms of
that size at Weya, Mutambara. and
mailer plots elsewhere. In this way

the foundation was laid for a vast
syntem of agricultural schools and
demonstaratlon farms through which
the natives could be taught the means
of earning a decent living Instead of
their scanty one from the rich soil.

In the years that have passed liter-
ally hundreds and thousands of black
men and women, young and mature,
have come to these sol- - ols, learned to
read and write their own languatre
and Enrrllsh, learneti to do all the
household things that are so simple
to the people cf America and Europi
but the. great mysteries to uncivilized

however bright they might be.
Many of theese people learned fast.
Ant everyone who learned a few
thu.ngs wanted to go back and teach
hip people. In this way simple learn-
ing of all kinds spread rapidly. The
use of the white man's farming im-
plements spread far and wid Young
men who attended our schools went
home and built square houses with
windows and door of sundrled brick,
with chimneys and first-plsx- e. earn,
ed money in various ways atd stocked
their home witK Olshe and com-

forts of one kind or another. They
could work as carpenters, as farm
bands on big plantations, as cooks,
as herdsmen, and o'.ner employment
peculiar to conditloni there.

Today Old Umtall a great center
of native life and cuf ure. With about
twenty-fiv- e white nsslonaries in Its
enrollment, It has p :hools of young
men and young WJinen totalling at
